With regard to your request for expedited processing, I must inform you 
that all requests are handled in the order received on a "first-in, first-out" 
basis. Exceptions to this rule will be made only when a compelling need is 
established to the satisfaction of the Agency. A "compelling need" is deemed to 
exist: 1) when the matter involves an imminent threat to the life or physical 
safety of an individual; or 2) when the request is made by a person primarily 
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engaged in disseminating information (i.e., a representative of the news 
media) and the information is relevant to a subject of public urgency 
concerning an actual or alleged Federal government activity. Although your 
request concerns "actual or alleged Federal government activity," there is no 
demonstration of "public urgency" requiring the release of information on that 
activity. Widespread public interest, allegedly demonstrated in this case by 
widespread media coverage of the Chile declassification efforts, does not 
equate with "urgency." Since your request does not demonstrate a "compelling 
need" as defined above, we must decline your request to expedite processing. 

With respect to your request for a fee waiver, please note that as a 
matter of policy, we do not address fee waivers if our records indicate that 
outstanding fees are owed. Our records show that you owe outstanding fees 
for the first tranche of Chile documents, received under F-1999-01083, in the 
amount of $173.60 and $32.50 assessed with F-1997-02888. The total 
outstanding amount equates to $206.10. If your records reflect differently, 
please advise us so that we can accurately reflect payment in our system, as 
the FOIA regulations preclude our responding to your new requests, as 
described in (32 CFR § 1900.11) until the debt is paid. 

We will hold your request in abeyance for 45 days from the date of this 
letter pending your response.

The large number of FOIA requests CIA receives has created 
unavoidable delays making it unlikely that we can respond within the 20 
working days the FOIA requires. You have the right to consider our honest 
appraisal as a denial of your request and you may appeal to the Agency 
Release Panel. A more practical approach would permit us to continue 
processing your request and respond to you as soon as we can. You will retain 
your appeal rights and, once you receive the results of our search, can appeal 
at that time if you wish. We will proceed on that basis unless you object. 

We determined that your request, based on similar cases that we 
processed for The National Security Archive in 2000, falls into the "news 
media" fee category. Therefore, you will be required to pay only for the cost of 
reproducing released records. You will be assessed for document copies at the 
rate often cents per page for pages in excess of the first 100, to which you are 
entitled free.
